FOREWORD

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  forty-seventh  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  school  children  in  Bootle. 


During  the  year,  3,997  children  were  examined  at  the  routine  medical 
inspections;  of  these  72  or  1.82  per  cent,  were  classified  as  of  poor  general 
condition  as  compared  with  1.43  of  3,917  children  reported  at  the  corres- 
ponding examinations  in  1953.  Though  this  is  a slight  increase  over  the 
previous  year,  the  tendency  since  the  present  classification  was  introduced 
in  1947,  when  the  number  reported  was  6.44  per  cent,  of  those  examined, 
has  been  towards  a gradual  improvement. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  continues  to  improve  slowly, 
1,422  cases  of  uncleanliness  or  3.8  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined  by 
the  nurses  being  reported,  as  against  1,574  or  4. 12  percent,  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  referred  39  children  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  to  the  Chest  Physician.  Of  these,  22  were 
found  not  to  be  infected,  5 failed  to  return  to  complete  the  investigations, 
while  12  were  still  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  circular  249  of  the  Ministry  of 
Education,  from  1st  April,  1953,  all  entrants  to  the  courses  of  training  for 
teaching  and  to  the  teaching  profession  were  required  to  have  a chest 
x-ray  as  part  of  their  general  medical  examination.  During  the  year  21 
such  examinations  were  carried  out. 
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Decreases  were  reported  in  all  the  common  infectious  diseases  notified 
in  school  children.  Scarlet  fever  showed  a fall  of  20  cases,  measles  71 
cases,  and  whooping  cough  48  cases.  No  school  or  department  was 
closed  during  the  year  on  account  of  infectious  disease.  One  case  of 
diphtheria  was  notified,  but  on  investigation  the  diagnosis  was  not  con- 
firmed. Under  the  arrangements  made  for  immunisation  against  diph- 
theria, 317  children  of  school  age  received  a complete  course  and  595 
received  a stimulating  inoculation. 

On  the  31st  August,  Mr.  H.  B.  Dawes,  the  senior  Dental  Olficer, 
resigned  on  the  grounds  of  ill  health,  after  twenty-two  years’  service  with 
the  Education  Authority. 

Since  the  1st  October  milk  supplied  to  school  children  has  been 
purchased  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  and  not  by  the  Milk  Market- 
ing Board,  but  in  every  case  the  source  of  supply  has  to  be  approved  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  submitting  this  report,  1 would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Special  Services  (Education)  Sub-Committee  for  their  interest  in  the 
School  Health  Service,  to  the  Director  of  Education  and  his  staflf,  the 
teachers  of  the  Borough,  and  the  staff"  of  my  Department  for  their  willing 
help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Cost.  The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  as  at  1st  April,  1954,  was 
£567,897. 

The  gross  cost  of  medical  inspection  and  treatment  for  the  twelve 
months  ended  March  31st,  1954,  was  £14,063  Os.  6d.,  compared  with 
£13,303  14s.  Id.  for  the  preceding  year.  The  Government  Grant  was 
approximately  £8,072,  sundry  receipts  totalled  £610  8s.  6d.  and  the  net 
cost  was  £5,380  12s.  Od.,  compared  with  £5,057  7s.  Id.  for  the  preceding 
year. 
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The  cost  under  this  head  per  child  on  the  school  rolls  was  21  s.  5d. 
gross,  and  8s.  2d.  net,  and  the  cost  in  terms  of  a penny  rate  was  6.24d. 
gross,  and  2.38d.  net. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 

A statistical  summary  of  the  findings  of  medical  inspection  and  of 
the  kind  of  treatment  obtained  will  be  found  in  the  Ministry  of  Education 
Returns  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

(1)  Periodic  Medical  Inspections.  Periodic  medical  inspections 
were  carried  out  in  all  schools  with  respect  to  the  groups  specified  in 
paragraph  49  (2)  of  the  Handicapped  Pupils  and  School  Health  Service 
Regulations,  1945,  viz: — 

(a)  every  pupil  admitted  for  the  first  time  to  a maintained  school 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  date  of  his  admission; 

(b)  every  pupil  attending  a maintained  Primary  School  during  the 
last  year  of  his  attendance  at  such  a school ; 

(c)  every  pupil  attending  a maintained  Secondary  School  during 
the  last  year  of  his  attendance  at  such  a school. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  inspections  totalled  3,997,  made  up 
as  follows: — Entrants  1,187,  Second  Age  Group  1,170,  and  Third  Age 
Group  1,550;  Additional  Periodic  Inspections  90. 

(2)  Special  Examinations.  The  number  of  children  presented  for 
special  examination  was  3,267,  as  compared  with  3,923  in  the  preceding 
year;  3,241  of  these  were  seen  at  Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  while  the 
remaining  26  were  presented  at  schools  in  the  course  of  routine  visits. 

(3)  Re-Examinations.  5,733  re-examinations  of  children,  who  on 
examination  were  referred  for  treatment  or  further  observation,  were 
made  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  3,641  during  1953;  4,063  of  these 
were  performed  at  the  schools,  and  1,670  at  the  School  Medical  Offices 
and  Health  Centre. 
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(4)  Miscellaneous  Examinations.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary 
work  of  routine  and  special  examinations  and  re-inspections  undertaken 
during  the  year,  the  following  work  was  carried  out : —

A summary  of  the  defects  noted  at  both  periodic  and  special  exami- 
nations showed  that  8,637  defects  were  referred  for  treatment  or  further 
observation. 


The  incidence  of  the  commoner  physical  defects  in  children  examined 
during  periodic  medical  inspection  was  as  follows: — Poor  general  condi- 
tion, 1 .8  per  cent. ; squint,  2.6  per  cent. ; external  eye  disease,  2.6  per  cent. ; 
chronic  tonsillitis  and  adenoids,  11.1  per  cent.;  other  nose  and  throat 
conditions,  5.5  per  cent. ; anaemia,  0.3  per  cent. ; lung  disease,  6.8  per  cent. ; 
otorrhoea,  2.2  per  cent.;  other  ear,  7.8  per  cent.;  enlarged  cervical  glands, 
7.2  per  cent. ; defective  vision,  26.0  per  cent. ; skin  conditions,  6.4  per  cent. ; 
heart  (cong.  and  func.),  1.9  per  cent.;  flat  feet,  7.9  per  cent.;  posture,  3.3 
per  cent.;  and  other  orthopaedic  conditions,  3.9  per  cent. 

Children  referred  for  treatment  or  further  observation  constituted 
73.9  per  cent,  of  the  entrants  examined,  74.3  per  cent,  of  the  primary 
leavers  examined,  and  71.3  per  cent,  of  the  third  group  examined.  Other 
inspections,  51.1  percent. 


(5)  Student  Teachers.  In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Education 
Circular  249,  21  medical  examinations  (male  6,  female  15)  were  carried 
out  of  entrants  to  courses  of  training  for  teaching,  and  to  the  teaching 
profession. 


GENERAL  CONDITION 

It  will  be  noted  in  Table  II  (B)  on  page  22  that  classification  of  the 
children  by  “general  condition”  has  been  substituted  for  the  former 
classification  by  “nutrition”;  and  this  table  shows  that  out  of  a total  of 
3,997  children  examined,  1.82  per  cent,  were  grouped  as  in  poor  general 
condition  as  compared  with  1 .43  per  cent,  last  year.

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CLEANLINESS 

The  total  number  of  examinations  of  children  in  the  schools  by 
School  Nurses  for  verminous  conditions  was  36,877,  and  there  were 
1,422  instances  in  which  children  were  noted  as  unclean.  Last  year’s 
figures  were  37,601  and  1,574  respectively.

Nine  cases  of  Part-Repayment  or  Full  Cost  were  taken  to  Court 
during  the  year;  one  case  is  pending  (unable  to  trace  debtor). 

This  scheme,  for  provision  of  clothing,  gives  the  opportunity,  of 
which  full  advantage  is  taken,  of  close  co-operation  between  the  various 
agencies  interested  in  the  welfare  of  children.  These  agencies  are  co- 
ordinated by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  acts  as  Co-ordinating 
Officer  in  connection  with  children  who  may  be  neglected  in  their  own 
homes.  In  this  capacity  he  is  notified,  at  once,  of  any  cases  coming  to  the 
notice  of  the  Education  Department  in  which  there  is  a possibility  of 
neglect  or  ill  treatment  of  children. 


MINOR  AILMENTS  CLINICS 

The  daily  clinics  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  dealt  with 
2,797  defects,  amongst  which  minor  septic  infections  of  the  skin  were 
the  commonest  conditions.  The  attendances  numbered  1 1,775,  excluding 
124  of  children  below  school  age,  as  conrpared  with  14,374  in  1953.  460 

exclusion  certificates  were  given,  mainly  on  account  of  minor  ailments 
but  also  on  account  of  infectious  diseases. 


SKIN  DISEASES 

As  a result  of  the  inspections  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics,  1,206 
children,  or  43  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  children  attending,  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  infections  of  the  skin.  Details  of  these 
infections  are  given  in  Table  IV  on  page  23.

VISION  AND  EYE  DEFECTS 

Vision.  Entrants  are  not  examined  for  defective  vision  at  routine 
examinations,  but  during  the  year  the  other  age  groups  were  so  examined, 
and  625  or  22.2  per  cent,  were  found  to  have  defective  vision  requiring 
further  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  In  addition,  1,263 
eight-year-olds  were  tested  with  Snellen’s  Types  by  School  Nurses  and  138 
were  referred  for  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

Ophthalmic  Clinic 

The  number  of  new  cases  seen  at  the  Clinic  during  1954  was  564, 
and  the  total  number  of  attendances  was  2,236. 

All  children  with  glasses  have  their  visual  acuity  tested  by  the  School 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  once  a year,  if  circumstances  permit,  while  the  cases 
of  high  myopia  receive  full  examination  more  frequently. 

Squint 

At  routine  examinations  104  cases  of  squint  were  found,  and  13  cases 
were  found  among  pupils  specially  referred  for  examination.  25  were 
operated  on  at  St.  Paul’s  Eye  Hospital,  Liverpool. 

External  Eye  Diseases 

Inflammatory  conditions  of  the  external  eye  were  noted  in  105  cases 
at  periodic  inspections,  and  in  296  cases  at  special  inspections. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  EAR,  NOSE,  AND  THROAT 

The  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with  in  1954  was  361  (this  total  in- 
cluded 21  infants  below  school  age).  The  340  school  children  included 
96  cases  of  otorrhoea,  1 18  of  defects  of  nose  and  throat,  and  18  of  deaf- 
ness; and  the  toddlers  included  4 cases  of  otorrhoea,  3 of  defects  of 
nose  and  throat,  and  1 of  deafness. 

During  the  year,  24  consultative  aural  clinics  were  held  by  Mr.  Bauer. 
465  examinations  were  made  (including  25  toddlers),  and  164  cases  referred 
to  the  special  department  of  local  hospitals. 
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Tonsils  and  Adenoids 

At  periodic  inspections  during  the  past  year,  disease  of  both  tonsils 
and  adenoids  was  detected  in  1 1.1  per  cent.  59  cases  are  known  to  have 
received  operative  treatment  as  in-patients  at  local  hospitals  and  101  cases 
other  forms  of  treatment. 


DENTAL  DEFECTS 

Since  the  retirement,  last  August,  of  the  Principal  Dental  Officer,  Mr. 
H.  B.  Dawes,  there  has  been  available  only  one  full-time  Dental  Oflficer, 
together  with  two  part-time  Officers,  who  undertake  4/5  sessions  per  week. 

The  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  is  indebted  to  Mr.  D.  N. 
Maxfield,  the  Dental  Officer,  for  the  following  report: — 

The  most  noticeable  feature  is  the  low  standard  of  oral  hygiene  which 
exists  amongst  the  large  majority  of  children.  Although  this  varies  con- 
siderably from  school  to  school,  in  some  schools  less  than  15  per  cent,  of 
the  children  regularly  clean  their  teeth  and  many  have  never  possessed  a 
toothbrush.  Despite  propaganda  at  the  medical  and  dental  inspections, 
in  the  dental  surgery,  and  by  the  handing  out  of  leaflets  on  dental  care, 
many  parents  appear  to  be  completely  apathetic  about  dental  health  and 
only  seek  treatment  for  their  children  when  they  complain  of  toothache. 

As  there  is  likely  to  be  an  acute  shortage  of  school  Dental  Officers  for 
many  years,  the  use  of  well-trained  and  properly  supervised  ancillaries 
would  surely  be  of  great  benefit  in  alleviating  the  present  situation. 

It  has  only  been  possible  to  carry  out  conservative  treatment  on 
children  with  good  oral  hygiene,  and,  despite  the  shortage  of  Dental 
Officers,  the  number  of  fillings  completed  has  been  doubled.  The  treat- 
ment of  a small  number  of  orthodontic  cases  has  also  been  undertaken. 

A full  tabular  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Dental  Service  is  given  in 
Table  V at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year,  39  suspected  cases  were  referred  to  the  Chest 
Physician.  Cases  definitely  considered  not  to  be  suffering  from  diseases 
of  tuberculous  origin  numbered  22,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  12  were  still 
under  observation,  and  5 failed  to  return  for  further  investigation.

CRIPPLING  DEFECTS  AND  ORTHOPAEDICS 

There  is  no  change  to  record  in  the  arrangements  described  in  former 
reports  for  the  ascertainment  and  treatment  of  crippling  defects. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic 

Sessions  are  held  at  monthly  intervals,  with  Mr.  F.  C.  Dwyer  as 
Consultant  Surgeon  and  Mr.  W.  Ellis,  Orthopaedic  Registrar.  Dr.  M.  B. 
Clarke  has  attended  the  sessions  and  also  a representative  from  the 
Liverpool  Child  Welfare  Association,  thereby  ensuring  co-ordination 
in  after-care. 

Orthopaedic  Surgeons  paid  20  visits  to  the  Clinic  during  the  year, 
and  examined  497  cases  referred  to  them.  Of  the  patients  seen,  123  were 
discharged,  while  331  were  advised  to  remain  under  treatment  and  super- 
vision; 36  cases  were  referred  to  hospital,  and  in  the  7 remaining  cases  no 
treatment  was  considered  necessary. 

A Remedial  Exercises  Clinic  is  held  each  Saturday  morning,  under 
the  direction  of  a School  Nurse,  mainly  for  the  correction  of  flat  feet  and 
bad  posture.  The  attendances  during  the  year  numbered  331.

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE 

No  school  or  department  was  closed  on  account  of  communicable 
disease  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  cases  notified  in  children  of  school 
age  was  42,  compared  with  62  in  1953,  52  in  1952. 

Diphtheria.  One  case  was  notified  in  a child  of  school  age  (but  the 
diagnosis  was  not  confirmed),  as  compared  with  1 notified  in  1953,  2 in 
1952. 

Measles.  253  cases  were  notified  amongst  school  children,  as 
against  324  in  1953,  and  391  in  1952. 

Chicken  Pox.  6 cases  were  reported,  as  against  13  in  1953,  and  3 in 
1952. 

Mumps.  4 cases  were  reported,  compared  with  2 in  1953  and  6 in 
1952. 

Whooping  Cough.  66  cases  were  notified  amongst  school  children, 
as  compared  with  114  in  1953,  and  28  in  1952. 

Protection  against  Diphtheria 

Immunisation  of  children  as  described  in  previous  reports  commenced 
in  1932,  and  during  the  year  912  children  under  five  years  of  age  and  317 
children  of  school  age  completed  the  course.  Arrangements  now  operate 
whereby  children  already  immunised  are  offered  a third  inoculation  on 
entry  into  school  in  order  to  raise  their  immunity  and  595  children  were  so 
treated  during  the  year.

have  been  numerous. 

but  many  cases  were 

not  eligible  for  admission. 

During  the  twelve  months,  January — December,  1954,  it  was  found 
possible  to  admit  children  to  Infants’  Schools  who  were  not  of  statutory 
school  age,  resulting  in  a fall  in  the  admission  to  the  Nurseries  of  children 
in  the  upper  age  range  of  Nursery  children. 


Again,  children  handicapped  by  reason  of  ill  health  or  adverse 
domestic  conditions  have  been  the  chief  beneficiaries  of  the  Nursery 
Scheme. 


Health  Visitors  continued  to  supervise  the  hygiene  and  cleanliness  of 
the  children  and  Dr.  M.  B.  Clarke  made  frequent  visits.  187  children 
received  a routine  medical  inspection  and  defects  were  found  in  137  of 
these  children,  who  were  referred  for  treatment  or  observation.  By  this 
means  care  is  given  to  those  children  under  5 years  of  age  who  are  most 
likely  to  need  it,  since  admission  to  the  Nursery  Classes  is  based  on  social 
conditions  and  family  circumstances. 


AFTER  CARE 

Arrangements  for  the  after-care  of  children  ascertained  to  be  suffering 
from  defects  remained  as  described  in  previous  reports,  viz.,  verbal  or 
written  advice  is  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  or  School  Nurse,  together 
with  re-inspection  each  term.  In  the  course  of  their  after-care  work  the 
School  Nurses  paid  2,160  visits  to  the  homes  to  explain  the  need  for 
treatment  and  the  way  in  which  it  could  be  obtained.  Action  is  also 
taken  in  giving  supervision  where  necessary  to  children  who  have  been  in 
hospital.  In  this  connection  it  is  desired  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation 
of  the  Hospital  Authorities,  particularly  the  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Alder  Hey  Hospital,  in  forwarding  reports  on  children  discharged  from 
hospital. 
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PROVISION  OF  MEALS 

During  the  year,  St.  George  of  England  School  Dining  Hall  and 
Netherton  Junior  School  Dining  Hall  (temporary)  were  opened. 

Meals  Free  of  Charge.  A revised  scheme  for  the  provision  of 
meals  free  of  charge  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1954.  The

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Mr.  F.  M.  Durrant,  Organiser  of  Physical  Training,  submits  the 
following  report  on  this  important  aspect  of  education; — 

General.  Observations  of  growing,  moving  children  continued  to  be 
the  basis  of  approach  to  the  development  of  physical  education  in  the 
Schools.  In  the  primary  stage  there  was  further  consideration  of  the 
Ministry’s  recent  books,  “Moving  and  Growing”  and  “Planning  the 
Programme”;  in  the  secondary  stage  there  was  re-examination  of  first 
principles  in  the  light  of  the  Ministry’s  recommendations,  with  recognition 
of  a wider  conception  of  physical  education  in  relation  to  the  needs  of  the 
adolescent  boy  and  girl.  To  these  ends  various  demonstration-discussion 
courses  for  teachers  were  arranged,  at  some  of  which  Her  Majesty’s 
Inspectors  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  discussions.  The  value  of 
these  short,  practical  sessions  cannot  be  over-estimated  since  they  stimulate 
the  consideration  of  new  ideas  and  new  methods. 
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Teachers’  Courses.  Included  in  the  teachers’  courses  held  locally 
were  the  following: — 

A Revision  Course  in  Scottish  Dancing  (4  sessions). 

Athletic  Coaching  for  Senior  Children  (3  sessions). 

Physical  Education — Infants  (4  sessions). 

Developments  in  Physical  Education  (2  sessions). 

A Winter  Course  in  Swimming  and  Life-Saving  arranged  by  the 
R.L.S.S. 

Teachers  were  also  helped  by  the  Committee  to  attend  vacation 
courses  in  various  aspects  of  physical  education. 

Apparatus.  All  schools  received  a small  per  capita  grant  for  the 
provision  of  the  smaller  items  of  P.T.  and  games  equipment.  A grant 
was  also  made  from  which  some  of  the  larger  types  of  apparatus  could  be 
provided.  All  fixed  and  portable  gymnastic  apparatus  in  the  secondary 
schools  was  inspected  and  the  necessary  repairs  were  carried  out. 

At  St.  George  of  England  School  the  gymnasium,  showers  and  chang- 
ing accommodation,  were  brought  into  full  use.  They  incorporate 
up-to-date  ideas  without  the  provision  of  unnecessary  detail.  It  is  hoped 
other  gymnasia  will  be  developed  on  similar  lines  in  secondary  schools  in 
the  Borough. 

Playing  Fields.  Stuart  Road  Playing  Field  and  Orrell  Pleasure 
Ground  provided  the  main  facilities  for  organised  games  and  other  out-of- 
school  activities.  Some  temporary  provision  was  made  in  the  Netherton 
area  to  meet  special  needs. 

The  Stuart  Road  Field  is  the  great  “lung”  for  many  schools.  Used 
of  necessity  for  winter  and  summer  games,  it  tended  to  be  overloaded  and 
the  wear  on  the  six  football  pitches  and  the  Rugby  pitch  was  excessive. 
For  hockey,  athletics  and  cricket,  the  wear  was  less  pronounced.  This 
year  a second  cricket  square  was  brought  into  use.  Maintenance  work  in 
the  circumstances  was  heavy,  but  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

Conditions  at  Orrell  Pleasure  Ground  were  poor,  but  without  the  use 
of  this  playing  area  some  schools  would  have  been  without  facilities  for 
field  games. 

It  is  hoped  that  development  plans  will  overtake  the  shortage  of 
playing  field  accommodation  which  is  a major  deficiency  in  the  provision 
for  physical  education  in  the  Borough. 
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Swimming.  Instruction  in  swimming  continued  during  the  summer 
and  winter  sessions,  assisted  by  special  transport  arrangements  for  certain 
schools,  and  by  the  part-time  services  of  a man  and  woman  instructor.

These  represented  an  increase  in  the  number  of  awards  to  girls  and  a 
decrease  in  the  awards  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society.  Two  new  tests 
instituted  by  the  A.S.A.  were  approved  by  the  Education  Committee  and  a 
few  candidates  were  presented  for  examination. 

Successful  inter-school  galas  were  organised  by  the  Schools’  Swim- 
ming Associations  and  several  schools  ran  their  own  swimming  sports. 
Five  boys’  schools  competed  for  the  Life  Saving  Cup  at  the  Bootle  Police 
Gaia. 

An  important  development  was  participation  for  the  first  time  in  the 
Lancashire  Schools’  and  English  Schools’  Competitions.  In  the  former, 
the  Bootle  Schoolboys’  team  took  third  place,  led  only  by  Liverpool  and 
Manchester;  in  the  latter,  Bootle  was  represented  in  the  winning  team — 
remarkable  results  for  a new  venture. 

Cricket.  Cricket  took  new  lease  of  life  through  co-operation  with 
Bootle  Cricket  Club  and  the  formation  of  a Town  Schoolboys’  Team 
which  finished  second  to  Liverpool  in  the  S.W.  area  of  the  Lancashire 
Schools’  Cricket  Competition.  The  team’s  success  added  zest  to  cricket 
at  all  levels  of  inter-school  competition  organised  by  cricket  enthusiasts 
among  the  teachers.  The  partial  adoption  of  the  M.C.C.  coaching  scheme 
by  some  schools  also  helped  to  raise  the  standard. 

Athletics.  Athletics  gained  ground  and  provision  was  made  for 
special  coaching  during  the  summer  term.  Opportunity  was  given  for 
track  and  field  events  during  organised  games  periods  for  senior  children. 
There  was  renewed  interest  in  cross-country  running.  On  a recent  visit, 
Mr.  D.  C.  V.  Watts,  National  Coach,  stated  that  the  attention  paid  to 
athletic  coaching  in  schools  was  having  an  excellent  effect  on  national 
athletic  performance  at  all  levels. 

Most  schools  organised  their  own  sports  meetings  and  all  competed 
in  the  appropriate  inter-school  meetings  arranged  by  the  Schools’  Sports 
Association. 
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Football.  Association  football  retained  its  traditional  place  as  the 
report  of  the  Schools’  F.A.  showed.  114  league  and  39  cups  matches 
were  completed  and  many  “friendly"  matches  inside  and  outside  the 
Borough  were  played.  Out-of-school  football  was  provided  for  some  400 
boys  weekly,  an  achievement  for  a small  association  and  the  teachers 
responsible.  A successful  experiment  in  flood-lit  football  was  made 
possible  through  the  generosity  of  the  Manager  of  Seaforth  Stadium. 

Rugby.  Of  recent  growth,  Rugby  increased  its  hold  with  a pro- 
gramme which  kept  our  one  pitch  fully  occupied.  The  Grammar  School 
and  two  secondary  modern  schools  extended  contact  with  other  Rugby- 
playing schools  on  Merseyside. 

Tennis,  Hockey,  Netball.  In  present  circumstances,  the  use  of 
tennis  courts  and  hockey  pitches  is  limited  almost  entirely  to  girls’  classes. 
The  restored  Corporation  tennis  courts  in  Derby  Park  were  used  by  the 
schools  during  the  Autumn  term  and  will  make  an  important  contribution 
to  physical  and  social  education. 

The  hockey  pitches  at  Stuart  Road  were  in  constant  seasonal  use  for 
coaching  and  inter-school  match  purposes. 

Throughout  the  year.  Netball  was  the  principal  activity.  Courts 
were  available  at  most  of  the  junior  and  secondary  girls’  schools  and 
successful  inter-school  competitions  were  completed. 

Other  Contributions.  Few  people  realise  the  range  and  number 
of  physical  and  social  activities  carried  on  out  of  school  hours  through  the 
voluntary  co-operation  of  many  teachers.  These  include  “club”  activi- 
ties— dancing,  camping,  swimming,  basket-ball,  table  tennis,  badminton — 
all  of  which  helped  to  enrich  the  social  and  physical  experience  of  the  older 
children. 

Man  is  a skill-hungry  animal.  Children  learn  in  various  ways  the 
physical  and  mental  skills  which  serve  them  as  individuals  and  as  members 
of  society. 

According  to  “age,  aptitude  and  ability,"  the  schools  continued  to 
make  provision  for  their  needs.

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS 

80  boys  and  2 girls  desiring  employment  as  messenger  boys  or  girls 
were  examined,  and  certificates  were  granted  in  all  but  2 cases.  These 
interviews  gave  opportunity  to  advise  on  faults  in  hygiene,  particularly  as 
regards  care  of  the  teeth,  and  to  obtain  treatment  of  physical  defects. 
Nine  certificates  for  pantomime  entertainers  (3  boys  and  6 girls)  were 
granted.
